■wam;'adypcato of tho adoption of tlic 
Bute Inlet' route, settles down Lo the 
new order of things gi'acet'ully, with 
words of comfort and encournooment 
for Vnnnouver Islanders. Tlio Specta- 
tor, indeo.l, paints a bright picture for 
this quarter of tho Don::inion, and be- 
lieves that tliose who look nliead and 
endeavor to forecast tho history of the 
world aro pretty well agreed that Eng- 
land will not always be the sole market 
for the surplus fjrain of tho countries 
which excel in agriculture. Her em- 
inence a.i a manufacturing nation was 
attained by tho possession of vast .stores 
of coal and iron, and a position and 
configuration which aided tho groNs th 
of foreign commerce. There are, how- 
ever, other lands rich in coal and iron, 
and possessed of a rednndaiicj- of ex- 
cellent harbors. The Island of Van- 
couver is one of l/icse, <t)ul it will ct r- 
tainly come (o jjasti that (/real maiiii/uc- 
tories will be maintained in that distant 
section of Canada. Tho coal, tho iron, 
the fine harbors; the equable climate 
and tho insular position aro supjile- 
mented by tho proximity of fine for- 
ests, which will iuipply any quantity of 
the best timber for shipbuilding. 
Furthortjiore, the salmon lisherios of 
certain portions of British Columbia 
and tho newly discovered cod fisheries 
in tho vicinity of Bohring.s' Straits will 
add to the wealth of the future inhabi- 
tants of Vancouver, and the latter will 
induce niauy of tlie jjeople to follow a 
seoiaring life. Some tinio in ilie fu- 
ture Vancouver will emulate tho 
ac)iieyement.s of Britain, will become 
the factory and the depot for manu- 
factured goods, will criuii) the vailwayy, 
spin the cotton, refine the sugar and 
furnish the ship.s for other countries, 
and the dense uiannfncturing popula- 
tion will consume tho wheat, tho beef 
and tbp breadstufls sent in .exchange 
for the products of thoir own industry 
and skill. While there was rca.sonablc 
ground to o.xpect that tin; first Cana- 
dian PaciQc Railway would unite 
Vancouver Island with the fertih; 
Peace River ti-act by a short lino of 
about 500 miles, the Spectator niorc 
than once pointed out the great elleot 
which the selection of the route from 
Pine River Pass to Bute Inlet must 
have upon the development of tiie 
latent wealth of Vancouver. Basing 
tho calculation upon tiie fact that Cali- 
fornia successfully produces wheat for 
shipment to Great Britain by way of 
, Cape Horn, it appeared to us that tho 
morb fertile and more extensive wheat 
lands of tho Peace River tract, which 
are described as oven better tlian tho 
lands in the Red River A''al!ey, could 
produce wheat at competing rates for 
the same market. Tho cost of trans- 
port by rail for 500 miles, and tho 
carriage in ships for 600 or 700 miles 
from Bute Inlet to tho latitude of San 
Francisco had to be put in the Kcalu 
against the Peace River tract, but the 
advantages above described were to bi; 
considered as a compensating force. 
With the completion of the Panama 
Canal, the competition of Peace Rivor 
and- California with Australia and 
India in the production of wheat for 
the British market could be carried on 
on bettor terms. Once an export trade 
in wheat hud been established, it ap- 
peared reasonable to think that it 
would not continue to pass by tho door 
of Yancoavor Island.

The Ottawa Free Prrss has an excel- 
lent article on the duties of tho Press, 
in the course of which it says. 
I -i"^^ have :the d,iities^o£ goumal- 
isid been "discharged that "people have 
"grt'wn accustomed to lock to it for tho 
exposure of abuses in every depart- 
ment of life, and should it fail, in any 
particular, to take notice of matters 
which may be supposed to challenge 
criticism, there are not wanting nimble 
.tongues and ready pens to point out 
tho presumed delinquency. For the 
exercise of a function thus imperatively 
demanded it would be ntrango, indeed, 
were the press to escape prosecution at 
tho hands of those whose conduct in 
their public capacity come under its 
pnrview, but it.han to accept this risk 



in tho public interest. Before doing 
so, however, it must be sure of its 
facts, and that, in giving them public- 
ity, it is careful not to overstep tho 
bounds of truth, prudence, and fair 
criticism. Human nature is ver\- far 
from perfect, and there aro constantly 
occurring examples of men who, by 
pursuing devious methods in tho dis 
charge of public duties, expose them- 
selves to the animadversions of tho 
newspapers. They fail to see their 
conduct in the light in wh'cli it is pre- 
sented to others, because, by tho habit 
of self-dissimulation, their judgment 
concerning themselves has been pervert 
ed. " Exposure in the columns of a 
newspaper, therefore, administers a 
rude shock to tlitir self-love, long ac- 
customed to invent excuses, aud they 
invoke the law to pass judgment on a 
sentence already pronounced. Very 
often they find, after having done so, 
that public opinion is against them, 
and that henceforth they forfeit the 
consolation of believing they have been 
persecuted, a feeling they might havo 
cherished had they not made this final 
appeal. There havo been cases, no 
doubt, when tho press was unjustly 
censorious, hut tho punishment has 
ever been swift and ample in tho loss 
of public confidence and esteem thus 
incurred. Nor is tho lesson lightly 
forgotten, as tho rarity of such offences 
demonstrates. In view of all the con- 
siderations involved in this delicate 
question, wo see but one way for jier- 
sons who esteem their character for 
probity to secure themselves from ad- 
verse criticism — that i.s, so to direct 
their conduct that suspicion cannot lay 
I finger on thoir reputation. Tho man 
who scrupulously discharges his dutie.s 
uprightly and honestly need have no 
fear of tbo newspapers nor will he ever 
havo to recort to a court of law 
for a certificate of character.

OOirSIUNICATIONS 

Wero read from James Blarwick calling 
ttiiehtioato tho drain running from Mich- 
igan street to his property. 

From Messrs. Robertson & Jolmson 
stating that in their opinion pormission 
cannot bo given to fence in a portion 
of Beacon Hill for holding agricultui-al 
exhibitions or fairs. 

Coun. Williams said that ho would take 
this opportunity of objectiiu; to thoDouK- 
las monument on Beacon Hill. ' He' would 
ask what steps tho Council had taken in 
the matter? 

Coun. McLean replied that tho memo- 
rial conunitteo had submitted to tho 
Council a profile of tho proposed monu- 
ment and permission had been given to 
tlic contmittoo to erect the monum^tit on 
Beacon Hill if thoy thought fit. ' ' ■ ' ■ 

Coun. Williams saidho didn't wantto see 
any graveyard ornament put in a park in- 
t«nded for tho recreation and enjoyment 
of tho people. 

Coun. SIcLean said that ho regretted 
Coun.

50 per month than a man 
with half-a-dozen children, 

Coun. McLean spoke against the resolu- 
tion at Hcine length and quoted copiously 
f.iim figures to show that tho Corpor.'ition 
could not afford to mako the reduction. 
The Water Works had all along been a 
losing concern and this year had cost §28,- 
070, and the very utmost revenue that 
could be derived would not exceed §19,- 
000. Tho reduction was wrong in princi- 
ple and he could not from abusiness stand- 
point give his consent to it. 

Coun. Smith said he thought the re- 
duced rate would mcroase tho revenue in- 
stead of decreasing it. 

Coun. McLean moved in amendment 
that the rates remain as they aro. Carried.

Cn motion of Coun. McLean tho clerk 
was instructed to communicate with the 
Government and inquire if tho city re- 
presentatives and the Govemmen have 
come to any conclusion as to the eipondi- 
turo of tlio .$4,500 appropriated for tho 
City.

partment, were road and referred to tho 
Finance Committee for payment if found 

correct.

Senator Maodonald to ISx. Sunstsr, 
M.P. 

Editor Colonist: — Mr. BunsierhaH 
challenged me to disprove tho quota 
tions given by liim a few days ago from 
tlie Journals of the House of Commons. 

I acknowledge all of my evidence on 
the Journals as correct, but not muti- 
lated extracts wliich do not convey my 
meaning.
